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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The term computer-readable medium is claimed but never 
described in the applicant's specification. The only medium described in the applicant's 
specification is a storage medium (page 9, lines 9-1 1 and page 18, lines 2-4). This 
storage medium does not embody the claimed invention however but instead is used for 
installing a SOAP wrapper. For examination purposes it will be assumed that he 
computer-readable medium was intended to refer to the hardware discussed on page 8, 
lines 8-12 of the applicant's specification. 

Claim Interpretation 

2. The applicant's invention appears (See Figure 1) to be directed towards a method 
for using a SOAP client to send and receive SOAP compliant messages to and fi-om a 
SOAP wrapper device. The SOAP wrapper processes the messages to and fi-om the 
client and acts as an intermediary between the SOAP client and application servers. The 
applicant's claims however are broad and apply to any wrapper system acting as an 
intermediary between a client and applications. The applicant's disclosure (See page 2, 
lines 15-25) admits that broadly claimed "wrapper" technique of translating messages 
fi-om one format to another was known and cites as an example of this, Japanese Patent 
Application Laid-open Publication No. Heill-353 181. Therefore the claims are rejected 
based upon Japanese Patent Application Laid-open Publication No. Heill-353 181. In 
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order to differentiate the claimed invention from the prior art of record it is suggested that 
the applicant claim specific details of the applicant's invention, such as those shown in 
Figure 1 . 

Claim Rejections r 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 -9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Japanese 
Patent AppHcation Laid-open Publication No. Heill-353181 by Takama et al (Part of IDS 
filed 10/10/2003). 

5. As to claim 1 , Takama teaches an apparatus of wrapping an existing service 
comprising: means for, by plural communications with an existing service to be wrapped, 
making the existing service perform processing (paragraphs 46-50, the mainframe is 
the existing service. It performs processing via method calls from the server); means 
for creating a message for a client according to data acquired as a result of processing 
under the service (paragraph 49); and means for sending a created message to a client 
(paragraph 49). 

6. As to claim 2, Takama teaches an apparatus as claimed in Claim 1 , further 
comprising: means for holding scenario data used to allow the existing service to be 
done, by plural communications with the existing service, according to data acquired as a 
result of processing under the existing service, wherein the message creating means 
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creates a message according to the scenario data (paragraph 47, the program part 
mapping object is considered ^^scenario data")- 

7. As to claim 3, Takama teaches an apparatus as claimed in Claim 2, wherein the 
scenario data includes: a definition which identifies a server providing a service to be 
accessed and wrapped, based on request data from the client (paragraph 47, the server 
uses the scenario to wrap to access services on the mainframe); a definition which 
identifies data necessary for access to the service to be wrapped, based on request data 
firom the client (paragraph 47, the programming parts on the corresponding 
mainframe); and a definition which specifies a manner of making a message to be sent 
back to the client, according to data acquired as a result of processing under the service to 
be wrapped (paragraph 49). 

8. As to claim 4, Takama teaches an apparatus as claimed in Claim 3, wherein the 
scenario data is created according to log data on conmiunications between the service to 
be wrapped and a client capable of using the service as it is (paragraph 52, the 
programming parts appear to be changed according to monitored communications 
between the client and the mainframe). 

9. As to claim 5, Takama teaches a method of wrapping an existing service, which is 
used in a wrapping apparatus connected with a client device and a server providing an 
existing service, comprising the steps of: performing processing under the existing 
service by plural communications with an existing service to be wrapped (paragraphs 
46-50); creating a message for a chent according to data acquired as a result of 
processing under the service (paragraph 49); and sending a created message to a client 
(paragraph 49). 
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10. As to claim 6, Takama teaches a method as claimed in Claim 5; further 
comprising the steps of: creating scenario data used to allow the existing service to be 
done, by plural conmiunications with the existing service, according to data acquired as a 
result of processing under the existing service, wherein the message creating step creates 
a message according to the scenario data (paragraph 47). 

11. As to claim 7, Takama teaches a method as claimed in Claim 6, wherein the 
scenario data includes: a definition which identifies a server providing a service to be 
accessed and wrapped, based on request data from the client (paragraph 47); a definition 
which identifies data necessary for access to the service to be wrapped, based on request 
data from the client (paragraph 47); and a definition which specifies a manner of 
making a message to be sent back to the client, according to data acquired as a result of 
processing under the service to be wrapped (paragraph 49). 

12. As to claim 8, Takama teaches a method as claimed in Claim 7, wherein the 
scenario data is created according to log data on conmiunications between the service to 
be wrapped and a client capable of using the service as it is (paragraph 52). 

13. As to claim 9, Takama teaches a computer-readable medium storing a program 
for wrapping an existing service, the program comprising the steps of: making the 
existing service perform processing, in response to a request from the client, by plural 
communications with an existing service to be wrapped (paragraphs 46-50); creating a 
message according to data acquired as a result of processing under the service 
(paragraph 49); and sending the created message to the client (paragraph 49).
